of public fast or thanksgiving, or on the Fourth of July,
in which case the time shall tie reckoned exclusive of
that day also.

Section i'K And 1 it fnrthrr inaeted. That all the
jurisdiction, power, and authority coiuerred upon aim
vested in the District Court of the I nited States by this
act in cases in bankruptcy are hereby conferred upon
and vested 111 the Supreme Court ofthe District 01 Co-

lumbia, and in and urxm the Supreme Courts of the
several Territories of the United States, when the bank-
rupt resides in the said District of Columbia or in either
of the said Territories. And in those judicial districts
which are not within any organized circuit of the Uni-

ted Stases the power and jurisdiction of a Circuit Court,
in bankruptcy may be exercised by the District Judg'-- .

That this act
shall commence and take et)e t as to the appointment
of the officers created hereby, and the promulgation nfj
rules and general order, from and alter the date of its
approval.

Section 7. And twit further emu ted, That the pro-
visions of this act shall apply to all moneyed, business,
or commercial corporations and joint stock companies,
and that upon the petition of any officer of any sucii
corporation or company, duly authorized by a vote of a
majority of the corporators present at any legal meet-
ing called for the purpose, or upon the petition of any
creflitor or creditors of such corporation or company,
made and presented in the manner hereinafter provi-
ded in respect to debtors, the like proceedings shall be
had and taken as are hereinafter provided in the case
of debtors ; and all the provisions of this act which ap-

ply to the debtor, or set forth his duties in regard to
furnishing schedules and inventories, executing pa-

pers, submitting to examinations, disclosing, making
over, secreting, concealing, conveying, assigning, or
paying awav his money or property, shall in like man-
ner, and with like force, effect, aud penalties, apply to
each and every officer of such corporation or company
In relation to the same matters concerning the corpo-
ration or company, and the money and property thereof.
All payments, conveyances, and assignments declared
fraudulent and void by this act when made by a debtor
shah, in like manner, and to the like extent, and with
like remedies, be fraudulent and void when made by a
corporation or company. Iso allowance or discharge
shall be granted to any corporation or joint slock com-
pany, or to any person or ortleer or memier thereof :
provided, That whenever any corporation, by proceed-
ings under this act, shall le declared bankrupt, all its
property and assets shall be distributed to the creditors
of such corporation in the manner provided in this act
in respect to natural persons.

OF PATES AND DEPOSITIONS.

Section 38. And ae it'further enacted, That the filing
of a petition for adjudication in bankruptcy, either by
a debtor to his own behalf, or by any creditor against a
lf utor, upon which an order may be issued by the

Court, or by a Register in the manner provided in .sec-

tion four, shall be deemed and taken to be the com-
mencement of proceedings in bankruptcy under this
act ; the proceedmgs in all cases of bandruptcv .shall be
deemed matters of record, but the same shall not be
required to be recorded at large, but shall be carefully
filed, kept, and numbered in the office of the Clerk of
tne court, ana a uocKet oniy, or snort memorandum
thereof, kept in books to le provided for that purpose,
which shall be open to public inspection. Copies of
such records, duly certified nnaer tne seal or the Court,
shall, in all cases te prima facie evidence of the fact
therein stated. Evidence or examinations in any of the
proceedings nnder this act may be taken before the
Court or a Register in bankruptcy, viva voce or in writ-
ing, before a Conunissioner of the Circuit Court, or by
atndavii, or on commission, and the Court may direct a
reference to a Register in bankruptcy, or other suitable
person, to take and certify such examination, and may
compel the attendance of witnesses, the production of
books and papers, and the giving of test imony in the
same manner as in suits in equity in the Circuit Court.

INVOLUNTARY BANKRUPTCY.

Section S9. Andbeit further enacted. That any per-
son residing and owing debts as aforesaid who after the
passage of this act shall depart from the State, District,
or Territory of which he is an inhabitant, with intent to
defraud his creditors, or beuig absent shall, with such
intent, remain absent ; or shall conceal himself to
avoid the service of legal process in any action for the
recovery of a debt or demand provable under this act ;
or shall conceal or remove any of his property to avoid
its being attached, taken, or sequestered on legal pro-
cess ; or shall make any assignment, gift, sale, convey-
ance, or transfer of his estate, property, rights, or cred-
its, cither within the United States or elsewhere, with
intent to delay, defraud, or hinder his creditors; or who
has been arrested aud held in custody under or by vir-
tue of mesnes process of execution issued out of anv
Court of any State, District, or Territory within which
such debtor resides or has property, fouuded upon a de-
mand in its nature provable against a bankrupt's estate
under this act, aud for a sum exceeding one hundred
dollars, and such process is remaining in force and not
discharged by payment, or in any ot tier manner provi-
ded by the law of such State, District, or Territory ap-
plicable thereto, for a period of seven days ; or has
oeen actually imprisoned for more than seven days in a
civil action, founded on contract, for the sum of one
hundred dollars or upwards; or who, being bankrupt
or insolvent, or in contemplation of bankruptcy or in-
solvency, shall make any payment, gift, grant, sale, con-
vey ancc, or trausfer of money, orotlier property, estate,

mcnt, or procure or suffer liis property to be taken on
legal process, with intent to give a preference to one or
more of his creditors, or to any person or persons who
are or may be liable to him as endorsers, bail, sureties,
or otherwise, or with the intent, by such disposition of
his property, to defeat or delay the operation of this
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fraudulently stopped or suspended, and not resumed
payment of his commeicial paper within a period of
fourteen days, shall be deemed to have committed an
act of bankruptcy, and, subject to the conditions herein-
after prescribed, shall be adjudged a bankrupt, on the
petition of one or more of his creditors, the aggregate
of whose debts provable under this act amount to at
least two hundred and fifty dollars, provided such peti-
tion is brought within sixmont hs after the act of bank-
ruptcy shall have been committed. And if such person
shall be adjudged a bankrupt , the assignee may recover
back the money or other property so paid, conveyed,
tsold, assigned, or transferred contrary to this act, pro-- -
vided the person receiving such raymentor conveyance

, had reasonable cause to believe that a fraud on this act
was intended, or that the debtor was insolvent, and
such creditors shall not be allowed to prove his debt in
bankruptcy.

Section 40. A n be it further enacted, That upon the
filing of the petition authorized by the next preceding
section, if it shall sppear that sufficient grounds exist
therefor, the Court shall direct the order of an order re
quiring the debtor to appearand show cause, at a Court
of Bankruptcy to be holden at a time to be specified in
the order, not less than five days from the service there-
of, why the prayer of the petition should not be granted ;
and may also, by its injunction, restrain the debtor, and
any other person, in the mean time, from making any
transfer or disnosition of anv nart of the debtor's prop
erty not excepted by this act from the operation thereof
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pear that there is probable cause for believing that the
debtor is about to leave the district, or to remove or
conceal his goods and chattels or his evidence of prop-
erty, or make any fraudulent conveyance or disposition
thereof, the Court may issue a warrant to the Marshal
of the district, commanding him to arrest the allegedbankrupt and him safely keep, unless he shall give bailto the satisfaction of tne Court for his appearance from
time to time, as required by the Court, until the decis-iono- ftoeCurtnponthepeuuonorthe further orderof the Court, and forthwith to take possession provis-
ionally of ah the property and effects of the debtor, andsafely keep the same until the ftutiierorder of the Court.
